The elements which betoken Christmas 
are many and varied, ranging from the 
Eastern Star, the Three Wise Men and 
the Manger, to flowers and animals, as 
the ass, the camel and, to childreh nibst 
of all, the reindeer, which they picture 
as speeding Santa Claus on his way 
from rooftop to rooftop as he distributes 
gifts to the little ones the world over. 

Few children are not familiar with the 
poem, “A Visit from St. Nicholas”, by 
Clement Clarke Moore. The eight tiny 
reindeer which pulled Santa in his sleigh 
are dear to their hearts for, even in 
the mechanized world of today, they 
know that Santa’s appearance the night 
before Christmas depends entirely on 
these steeds. 

The fact that St. Nicholas lives in 
a climate of ice and snow accounts 
largely for the belief that reindeer are 
hi.s beasts of burden — these animals 
being almost solely used for this purpose 
in the far reaches of Europe and Asia. 


Season’s (ireeting! 


What was the Star of Bethlehem? 


A considerable literature has been i 
written on the Star of Bethlehem, but 
without clearing up a mystery. If the 
exact date of Christ’s birth were 
known there would be no such mys¬ 
tery. The date may have been as 
early as 11 B.C. or as late as 4 B.C. 

There is every reason for believing 
that our Christmas was not the day 
of the year on which Christ was born. 
The church simply carried on a pagan 
tradition which originally bore no re¬ 
lation to Christ’s birth. Was the star 
a bright comet? If so there is no 
historical account of it that complies 
with the astronomical facts. For lack 
of an exact date the comet hypothesis 
can neither be accepted nor dismissed. 

The Bible does not purport to be a 
textbook on astronomy. The narrative 
of Herod and of the Wise Men who 
saw the Star in the East that “went 
before them, till it came and stood 
where the young child was”, all to 
their “exceeding great joy”, is in¬ 
tended only to describe an important 
event and its consequences. We are 
■told simply that a star indicated to 
the Wise Men that a birth had 
occurred which was of consequence to 
the whole civilized world and that the 


! planet V’enus, which shines brightly 
at times. Wise Men who came out of 
Caldea and who knew their planets 
were not likely to have made any 
such mistake. 

In some planetaria of the country 
it is the fashion to follow the devout 
and learned Kepler by displaying on 
an artificial sky a conjunction of 
Jupiter and Saturn which occurred in 
May, 7 B.C. The two planets could 
never be so close that they would 
deceive good eyes. 

An English astronomer, the late 
Professor C. Pritchard, showed that 
a similar and close conjunction oc¬ 
curred fifty-nine years before 7 B.C. 
If the conjunction hypothesis is cor¬ 
rect it should have brought a delega¬ 
tion of Magi to Judea. It is manifest 
that if the planets seemed to stand 
over Bethlehem they would not have 
appeared to do so when the Wise Men 
arrived at Bethlehem. 

Modern astronomers are inclined to 
believe that the Star of Bethlehem 
may have been a supernova—that is, 
a faint star which exploded and shone 
brightly for weeks and perhaps 
months. Such supernova have ap¬ 
peared in historic times. Tycho Brahe 
saw such a supernova in 1572 in the 
constellation Cassiopeia. At its 
biightest it was visible by day, and 
it outshone Venus. Though it gradu¬ 
ally declined in splendor it was visible 
to the unaided eye (Tycho had no 
telescope) for sixteen months. 

At any rate the supernoval hypo¬ 
thesis is the most satisfactory. A sud¬ 
den stellar apparition was bound to 
impress practiced star gazers, just 
as it impresses experienced astron¬ 
omers today. The supernova hypo¬ 
thesis is little better than a guess, but 
a plausible guess.

As the year 1944 draws to a 
close, and now in our sixth year 
of war, we find once again that the 
local branch Red Cross Society can 
look back with credit at its per¬ 
formance in assisting whosoever 
may need help, and in doing its 
share in the cause of this great 
humanitarian organization. We owe 
much to the citizens of Coleman, 
especially those who gather twice 
a week in the work rooms, and see 
that supplies are forwarded to 
headquarters as required. They 
may be few in numbers, but this 
is made up by the spirit in which 
this work is done. To'our Friday 
night sewing class many thanks 
are also due, and altogether we 
present a body of workers whose 
whole object seems to be dedicated 
to the service of those who may 
require assistance of same. 

We held 14 regular and emergent 
meetings throughout the year, and 
although attendances at these 
meetings are not large, neverthe¬ 
less the work is being accomplish¬ 
ed. 

Our annual campaign was held 
in March, and once again Coleman 
came through with an “Over the 
top” contribution. We must include 
the employees at the power plant 
at Sentinel, who are ever ready to 
support any worthy appeal. 

One of the highlights of the 
year’s activities was the public 
presentation made to one of our 
esteemed workers. Miss A. Yuill, 
for her valuable and ever-faithful 
work performed in the service of 
both senior and junior branches 
since she organized the first junior 
Red Cross branch in Alberta in 
1922. 

The work rooms and activities 
were more or less closed for the 
summer recess, but we took up the 
work where we had left off, and 
went into the details of trying to 
have the Blood Donor Clinic visit 
Coleman. The clinic visited Cole¬ 
man Dec. 5 and 6, and we take 
pride in the efficient manner in 
which this blood-plasma service to 
our Canadian troops on the field of 
battle was carried out. Our first 
attempt, at this work being over, 
we are now planning for the blood 
clinic to visit us early in 1945. To 
our 200 voluntary blood donors we 
send our thanks, and also to the 
doctors and nurses, who so ably 
performed their respective duties. 

To all the organizations in Cole¬ 
man who so ably assisted in the 
financial help given us, we send 
our thanks. We wish to thank the 
International Coal & Coke Co. and 
McGillivray Coal & Coke Co. for 
their splendid co-operation and as¬ 
sistance, from both management 
and staff, who are at all times 
ready to assist in Red Cross work. 

The financial statement and total

He stated he has 
been filling a hole in his yard for 
the past 17 years and there was 
sufficient space for another 20 
years. Council was unsympathetic 
to his appeal. Similar cases to his 
had been refused. His case will 
again be discussed at a full at¬ 
tendance of council. 

A few more areas are in need 
of street lights. Light & Water 
committee has been authorized to 
group these lights and submit 
them to the Light & Water Co. 

A statement for $142 has been 
received as arrears from the Un¬ 
employment Insurance Commission 
dating back to 1941. This account 
includes casual labor and the town 
foreman. Council refused immedi¬ 
ate payment of this invoice until 
it satisfies itself on certain mat¬ 
ters. 

Letters were received from both 
the Salvation Army and the Cole¬ 
man branch of the Canadian Red 
Cross, thanking council for its co¬ 
operation to both organizatimis. 

The latest report on the local 
drinking water was one of the best 
received in a long time. 

Council has been endeavoring to 
get a widow’s pension boosted to 
the maximum amount. A letter was 
received from Edmonton stating 
that she was earning a certain 
monthly amount and for that rea¬ 
son she could not be given the max¬ 
imum amount of pension. Council 
will now take the nuitter to Mr. E.

A letter was received from the 
CBC stating that the radio recep¬ 
tion problem in the Pass was re¬ 
ceiving the attention of the author¬ 
ities, but until equipment was made 
available it would be impossible to 
instal a low transmitter in this 
area.

Parks Chairman Jenkins spoke 
on this letter. He stated that in 
an effort to build ice the caretak¬ 
ers w'ere placed on the night shift, 
10 p.m. to 10 a.ra. He had been 
over-ruled in his plea to keep 
youngsters away from the rink 
while no caretaker was present. 
Some unknown person had put on 
the rink lights Friday evening and 
youngsters had started a fire them¬ 
selves. Since that time, however, 
a caretaker has been taken off 
night shift and is now present 
when the children frequent the 
rink. He expected the condition to 
remedy itself this week when the 
big skating rink is opened to 
skaters. Council will investigate 
conditions at present prevailing at 
the open air rink.

Oil-Bearing Seed Crops 


Prairie Fanners Produced A larger 
Crop This Year 

Saskatchewan and Manitoba farm¬ 
ers produced by far the greater pro¬ 
portion of oil bearing sunflower seed 
and rape seed crops In Canada In 
1944, according to figures released by 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics. 
Cultivation of such crops became nec¬ 
essary when Importation of vegetable 
oils was cut off due to war exigencies. 

Total 1944 output of sunflower seed 
was 8,500,000 pounds, compared with 
5,302,500 in 1943. Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba were the only two provinces 
growing sunflowers, Alberta having 
abandoned the crop after a small pro¬ 
duction In 1943, Manitoba led in 
1944 production, with 5,650,000 pounds 
of sunflower seeds to its credit, up 
from 2,775,500 In 1943. Saskatche¬ 
wan's 1944 production was 2,850,000 
pounds up slightly from 1943 output 
of 2,432,000 pounds. Quebec, Ontario 
and Alberta produced small quantities 
of rape seed In 1944, the bulk of It 
being produced In Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba. Total 1944 production was 
6,600,000 pounds, compared with 2,- 
822,900 in 1943. Manitoba figure was 
4,200.000 pounds, up from 1,200,000

tion was 1,920,000 pounds in 1944, 
1,028,000 In 1943.

From the hills above the little 
town comes echoes of heavenly 
melody. From a midnight sky, a 
Star looks down upon a Stable, in 
which a Virgin mother and a Little 
Babe were sheltered. Bethlehem’s 
population, augmented now by 
those who have come hither in 
obedience to the decree of Caesar 
Augustus ordering an empire cen¬ 
sus, is holding high festival or tak¬ 
ing its comfortable ease. No one 
gives a thought to the travellers 
who, a few hours previously, had 
asked in vain for shelter from the 
bleak winter’s night. 

On the hills above the little 
town shepherds, sleepily keeping 
watch over their flocks, fear with 
a great fear, as night’s shadows 
yield to a greater than noon-day 
brilliance. Now awake in every 
sense they behold a wondrous be¬ 
ing, who addressed them in won¬ 
drous words announcing the Word 
made Flesh, the birth of the Sav¬ 
ior who is Christ the Lord, and 
bidding them to go down into the 
town where they would And the 
Infant wrapped in swaddling 
clothes and laid in a manger. And 
then upon their astonished ears 
bursts the triumphant melody of 
the heavenly army; “Glory to God 
in the highest and on earth peace 
ti) men of good will.” 

The Bethlehem that had no room 
for the humble travellers knew 
nothing of the stupendous events 
transpiring while it held high rev¬ 
els or rested from the day’s task. 
The expected of the Nations had 
arrived right in its midst and Beth¬ 
lehem knew it not. Only the shep¬ 
herds knew and believed and im¬ 
mediately went into Bethlehem to 
do homage to the King whose pal¬ 
ace was a Stable and whose 'Throne 
was a manger. 

The chart of time unfolds. Teem¬ 
ing generations pass across the 
world’s stage, too busily occupied 
with their affairs to give serious 
thought to the Word made Flesh. 
For always but a minority has 
found time to go over to Bethlehem 
to do homage to the King of Kings. 
And always the centuries of for¬ 
getfulness have bred war and 
strife, spilled seas of blood and re¬ 
leased rivers of bitter, blinding 
tears. 

The Babe in the Manger chal¬ 
lenges the animosities and hatreds 
that poison the blood stream of hu¬ 
manity. If peace among men has 
been so repeatedly interrupted it 
is because the meaning of Bethle¬ 
hem has been ignored and the mes¬ 
sage of Bethlehem forgotten. If 
only the generations of men had 
the faith of the shepherds; if only 
they permitted the angelic chorus 
to echo in their hearts! For Beth¬ 
lehem spells friendship with their 
God and with one another, granted 
which, the solving of the world’s 
problems would follow as a matter 
of course. 

We cannot remake the world of 
men. But we can be a part of the 
minority by taking our place with 
the shepherds and making pil¬ 
grimage to the manger. Stooping 
low at the Stable’s door, we shall 
And within all th« world that Adam 
lost and shall know that peace 
which the world cumot give be¬ 
cause in its blindness it elects to 
give allegiance to Caesar.

For some time prior to the birth 
of Jesus, humble men of faith with¬ 
in the Jewish nation were hoping 
and praying for the advent of the 
promised Messiah. Among other 
nations, too, there was an “Expec¬ 
tation” of a great Leader of the 
people. The Roman historian, Sue¬ 
tonius, wrote of it thus: “There had 
spread throughout the whole race 
and ancient and fixed opinion that 
it was in the fates, that at that 
time, persons coming from Judea 
should possess the Empire.” Also 
Tacitus, another Roman historian, 
wrote of this matter: “In very 
many was the persuasion that it 
was contained in ancient books of 
the priests that, at that very time 
it would happen, that the East 
would prevail, and that persons 
coming from Judea would possess 
the Empire.” 

How natural, then, is the story 
of the Magi as found in the Gos¬ 
pel of Matthew. We understand 
that these learned men started 
their quest some months before 
they reached Jerusalem. “Where is 
He that is bom King . . . (We) 
are come to worship Him.” A Di¬ 
vine urge possessed them, and they 
obeyed. Tradition has it that one 
was old; one mid-way in life, and 
the third was a young man. It mat¬ 
ters not the years we have known; 
if we liave the urge and obey, we, 
too, shall see Hie star. For I be¬ 
lieve the story of this Quest is re¬ 
enacted during each generation. 
I’ve seen the glory of the Bethle¬ 
hem star burst upon the wrinkled 
countenance of three score years 
and ten, setting out upon the Quest 
for the King. Truly “His mercy is 
from everlasting to everlasting.” 

“Where is He that is born 
King.” They asked this question of 
the teacher at Jemsalem, and they 
were told to search in Bethlehem. 
Having received King Herod’s 
charge, the Magi left the city, and 
“Lo, the Star, which they had seen 
in the East, went before them . . . 
and they rejoiced with exceeding 
great joy.” Once more they felt 
confident. 'They found the star and 
prophecy to agree; Nature and 
Revelation united to guide them in 
their quest of the Great King, for 
they were sincere. 

When a student, I was warned 
against pursuing a college course, 
lest I lose my faith. That was mis¬ 
taken advice.

R.A.F. Airman At Pearce Tells

great tooting of horn. Mr. Young 
says the car has a Washington, U.

Bob Anderson 
is his name, he is about 60 years 
old, and he came from Dunferm¬ 
line about 30 years ago. He intends 
returning home after the war. His 
mother, 05 years old, is still in 
Scotland.

ROCKET RAIDS 


Allies To Concentrate On Gemnaa

robot and rocket raids on England, 
Foreign Secretary Eden said. 

He made this clear after one mem¬ 
ber of the House of Commons called 
on Prime Minister Churchill to give 
the Nazis the same warning about 
V-weapon attacks that he gave in 1942 
when he threatened retaliation if the 
Germans used gas. 

’The principle on which our tar¬ 
gets in Germany are selected is that 
of destroying as quickly as possible 
Germany’s power to wage war," said 
Mr. Eden.

On weekdays through the year the 
door of many a city church stands 
open, and on those days — notably 
now, as Christinas nears — people 
come in from the noisy street, the 
busy avenue, to sit a while in medi¬ 


tation, to kneel a moment in prayer. 

Burdened, anxious, saddened, de¬ 
vout, they are a cloud of witnesses, 
silently testifying: “Though all be ill 
with the world, God is in His heaven: 
In Him is our trust.” The shocks and 
strains and changes of' a troubled 
time cannot shake that faith. 

What is faith? The seers of old 
answer, and the sages of our day. It 
is that by which the just have lived; 
that which made the leper whole; that 
which makes any care or sorrow pos¬ 


sible to bear. It is the light by 
which men may walk when the way 
is too dark for sight. It is the mind 
at its bravest. It is the chain that 
binds us to the Infinite, lifting us 
above fear. It is a bridge across the 
gulf of death. 

Faith differs among men. One 
man’s conception of God may scarcely 
resemble another’s. But who would 
quarrel over that, so long as the faith 
of both means that goodness is the 
1 eternal law of God’s universe and 


will forever overcome evil ? And with 
such faith shining on life comes faith 
in our fellowmen and in ourselves. 

There must surely be a blessing for 
those who have faith. Look for its 
sign in the clear eyes and the calm 
faces of people as they come out from 
the sanctuary into the throbbing 
! world again, strengthened for what¬ 
ever responsibilities, whatever trials 
I may await them. 


Christmas 

Legends 


Some of the great philosophic 
truths of the ages are set forth in 
legends. The Christmas season re¬ 
calls several that every child would 
delight in hearing. 

The story of the Magi, a mystic 
part of the narrative of the Christ- 
Child, is one of the loveliest of all 
true tales. Do the children know 
that the Magi, a sect of priests 
among the Medes and Persians, cele¬ 
brated for their learning as astrol¬ 
ogers, and for their very deep 
wisdom? The three Magi travelled 
great distances to lay their treasures 
at the feet of the young Prince of 
Peace. Melchior, who was the King 
of Arabia, was the eldest, being 60 
years of age. He brought a gold 
casket in the form of a shrine. Bal¬ 
thasar, King of Ethiopia, was a black¬ 
skinned man of 40 years. His gift 
was frankincense, which he presented 
in a censer or thurible-shaped jar. 
The youngest Magi was Gaspar, King 
of Tarsus, who was only 20 years of 
age, and who brought myrrh in a 
gold-mounted horn. These gifts were 
meant to symbolize what they knew 
Jesus was to become. The gold was 
for a king; the frankincense for a 
high priest; and the myrrh for the 
great physician. 

The Magi, it is said, received gifts 
in return for those which they 
brought. For his gold, Melchoir was 
given charity and spiritual wealth. 
For frankincense, Balthasar received 
perfect faith. And for myrrh, Gaspar 
was given perfect truth and meek¬ 
ness. Mary gave them also a linen 
band in which the Christ-Child had 
been wrapped. We are told also that 
the Magi were given a small box 
which held a stone. The stone was 
symbolic of the rock-like faith which 
should attend them. Thinking the 
stone was of little value, they cast it 
into a well. They were amazed and 
awed to see fire from heaven descend 
into the well. Whereupon, they car¬ 
ried the fire back to their countries, 
and placed it inside of a magnificent 
church where it was tended constantly 
and worshipped by the people. 

TTie Three Wise Men are now 
sometimes called “The Three Kings 
of Cologne,” for their bodies rest in 
Cologne Cathedral where they were 
placed during the reign -of the Em¬ 
peror Barbarossa. After having spent 
many years in preaching the Christ, 
they were martyred in India for their 
faith. Three hundred years later, 
their bodies were moved to Constan¬ 
tinople by Empress Helene, mother 
of Constantine the Great. Following 
the first Crusade, the bodies were 
moved to Milan, and finally to 
Cologne. 

There is a story, too, which relates 
that the Magi, on their way to Bethle¬ 
hem, came upon a young girl shep¬ 
herding her sheep. When she learned 
who the strangers were, and saw the 
beautiful gifts which they carried, she 
burst into tears. An angel spoke to 
her, and asked, “Madelon, why do you 
weep?” The girl replied, “Because I 
have not even so mtich as a flower 
to give to the Holy Babe.” The angel 
waved a hand of lilies, and immedi¬ 
ately the pathway was beautiful with 
white Christmas roses. Madelon fol¬ 
lowed behind the Wise Men, and laid 
her gift of flowers at the Christ- 
Child’s feet. 

To some, the legend of the Glas¬ 
tonbury Thorn is new. Before his 
crucifixion, Christ was resting in a 
wood. The magpipes, while he rested, 
shielded him from danger by covering 
him over with Hawthorn fruits. As 
B^n as the Roman soldiers had 
passed, the swallows came and car¬ 
ried away the fruits. Out of a wish 
to do honor to the noble Hawthorn, 
Joseph of Arimathea chose a thorn 
staff when he started on his Journey. 



IS THERE A SANTA CLAUS? 


This editorial, which has justly become timeless, was written 
in the New York Sun in 1897 by Francis Pharcellus Church in 
answer to a letter from a little eight year old girl named 
Virginia O’Hanlon who had been told by some of her friends 
that there was no Santa Claus. 

Virginia, your little friends are wrong. 

They have been affected by the skepticism of a skeptical age. 

They do not believe except they see. 

They think that nothing can be which is not comprehensible by their little 
minds. 

All minds, Virginia, whether they be men’s or children’s, are little. 

In this great universe of ours man is a mere insect, 
an ant, in his intellect, 

as compared with the boundless worlds about him, 
as measured by the intelligence capable of grasping 
the whole of truth and knowledge. 

Yes, Virginia, there is a Santa Claus. 

He exists as certainly as love and generosity and 
devotion exist, and you know that they abound 
and give to your, life its highest beauty and joy. 

Alas! how dreary would be the world if there were no Santa Claus! 

It would be as dreary as if there were no Virginias. 

There would be no childlike faith then, no poetry, no romance 
to make tolerable this existence. 

We should have no enjoyment, except in sense and sight. 

The eternal light with which childhood fills the world would be extinguished. 
Not believe in Santa Claus! 

You might as well not believe in fairies! 

You might get your papa to hire men to watch in all the chimneys 

on Christmas Eve to catch Santa Claus, 

but even if they did not see Santa Claus coming down, 

what would that prove? 

Nobody sees Santa Claus, but that is no sign that there is no Santa Claus. 
The most real things in the world are those that neither 
children nor men can see. 

Did you ever see fairies dancing on the lawn? 

Of course not, but that’s no proof that they are not there. 

Nobody can conceive or imagine all the wonders there are 
unseen and unseeable in the world. 

You tear aparh the baby’s rattle and see what makes the 
noise inside, but there is a veil covering the unseen 
world which not the strongest man, nor even the united strength 
of all the strongest men that ever lived, could tear apart. 

Only faith, fancy, poetry, love, romance, can push aside 
that curtain and view and picture 
the supernal beauty and glory beyond. 

Is it all real? 

Ah, Virginia, in all this world there is nothing else real and abiding. 

No Santa Claus! 

Thank God! he lives, and he lives forever. 

A thousand years from now, Virginia, nay, ten times ten thousand years 
from now, he will continue to make glad the heart of childhood. 




There are several interesting plant 
legends. Two of them concern the 
mystery of the Goinge Forest in 
Sweden. On the eve of the birth of 
the Christ-Child the forest burst into 
beautiful bloom. Winter was gone, 
and, for a few hours, flower, fruit, 
tree, and bird were joyously awake. 
At the ^ame time, mysterious bells 
filled the air with the “Gloria in Ex- 
celsis”. Abbot Hans walked in the 
forest, accompanied by a doubting 
monk who declared this wonder must 
be the work of Satan. Because of 
his doubt, the Magic Forest vanished. 
And, to this day, the only blossoming 
thing to be seen there at the Christ¬ 
mas-tide is the Christmas rose which 
still blooms to commemorate the 
Magic Garden. 

The other Swedish legend is about 


a group of poor peasants who were 
driven farther and farther into the 
forest Christmas came, and they 
were sad because they could do noth¬ 
ing for their children’s happiness. 
When night fell, the forest became 
softly suffused with a pale glow. The 
next morning, the children’s hearts 
were made glad by a beautiful carpet 
of roses which covered the forest’s 
floor. 

Christmas tree legends are numer¬ 
ous. The Balsam is known as thr 
Viking tree, because, when Ansgarius 
was preaching the White Christ to 
the Vikings, he chose this tree as a 
symbol. He sought a tree that would 
be as high as hope, as wide as love, 
and one which bore the cross on 
every bough. And he found the 
Balsam.

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As children they used to sing “Deck 
the Hall with Boughs of Holly”; or 
they helped to trim the Christmas 
tree, stringing festoons of popcorn 
and polishing the reddest apples to 
hang on the branches; or they used to 
light candles in the windows on 
Christmas Eve. Stockings were hung, 
letters written to Santa Claus, mis¬ 
tletoe hung from the chandelier. 
Whatever the traditions, as the 
grown-up tells of childhood’s Christ¬ 
mas, things were done by the family 
together, or by each child to help in 
the preparations, as they were done 
every year. 

This is not the finding of a scien¬ 
tific study, but one emerging from an 
informal inquiry made and offered 
as a suggestion that the traditional 
things are the best things about the 
children’s Christmas, and those best 
remembered. 

Traditions varied. Routines dif¬ 
fered. The remembered holiday high 
spot might be the annual reading of 
“A Christmas Carol,” or a holiday 
matinee, or a Christmas party, or 
the bustle of washing and ironing 
dolls’ clothes, decking dolls in new 
hair ribbons, and setting them out 
in a row “to see Santa Claus.” One 
little girl grown older, whose family 
background was Swedish, best re¬ 
members the ceremony of “Feeding 
the Birds”, and the selection of a 
sheaf of ripened wheat to hang out 
of doors. In some families trees were 
decorated by the grown-ups, and one 
memory lingers on the special flour¬ 
ish with which father always un¬ 
locked the door, revealing the festive 
tree gay with ornaments, winking 
with lights and loaded with gifts. 

In other families the children 
helped to trim the tree, and the older 
ones lighted it while all but one 
supervising grown-up waited outside. 
It was a big moment when one was 
considered old enough to touch a 
taper to the little colored candles, 
wired to the branches. (“Of course, 
it wasn’t safe,” one grown-up re¬ 
marks, “but nothing ever happened, 
it was prettier than electric lights.”) 

Stockings were, variously, explored 
by tiptoeing small fry as soon as day 
dawned; or opened after breakfast 
by the whole family—the maids in¬ 
cluded. One family had a creche, 
and the choice of a new animal every 
year was the children’s Christmas 
privilege. Whatever the special event, 
it was always managed in the same 
way, and it was always a ceremony. 
And the traditions have carried over 
to this generation. 

But if parents themselves didn’t 
have any special Christmas tradition? 
Then, one young mother suggests, 
“Why don’t they make up their 
own? If they don’t want to read ‘A 
Christmas Carol’, they can choose 
their own Christmas story.” 

“Bill and I sort of put together 
things each of us did in our own 
families,” she said, “then we made 
up our own tradition.” This was a 
puppet show, made by themselves 
for the baby’s first Christmas. Now 
that Bill Jr. is five and Peter is three, 
the puppet show has become an 
established treat. 

And this year? Fathers are in the 
services, some of them half the 
world away, but the stockings will 
be hung, and carpls sung by the chil¬ 
dren as usual. One is sure of this 
as Bill and Peter’s mother talks about 
their Christmas. Dad has been listed 
as missing rince he last helped in 
the performance, but, of course. Bill 
and Peter will have the puppet 
show. ’This is not the first gener¬ 
ation in which mothers have picked 
up the family traditions and carried 
them on.
